REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of the limitation, 

the contact assembly can be a through strap or a separating strap by deforming the web to 
disconnect from one of the pair of tongues and to a switching strap by inserting an insulating 
separator between one of the contact spring and one of the pair of tongues in such a way that the 
contact spring becomes flush with the one of the pair of tongues, in combination with other 
limitations in the claim which is not found in the prior art reference of record.
